1. Manners (2-3!) 


Good manners are priceless and 
reflect a persons inner beauty. 
The Prophet Muhammad (2%) 

said: 

MEST Saul Sl ve ol 
“The best among you are those 
who have the best manners and 

character. 

(Reported by Bukhari and 


Muslim). 


Manners cannot be bought; they 
are cultivated through self- 
discipline and respect for others. 


2. Morals (3¥>%!) 


Morals are ethical principles 
guiding right and wrong. Allah 
says in the Quran: 
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Indeed, Allah commands you to 
uphold justice, to adopt good 


conduct, and to give to relatives.’ 
(Surah An-Nahl: 90). 


True morality stems from faith 
and a sense of accountability 
before Allah. 


3. Respect (ple) 


Respect is earned, not 
purchased. The Prophet (#%) 
said: 
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"He is not one of us who does 

not show respect to our elders 

and mercy to our young ones. 
(Reported by Tirmidhi). 


Respect stems from humility and 
appreciation for others rights 
and dignity. 


4. Character (L1) 


Character defines a person. 
Allah praises the Prophet (#%) in 
the Quran: 
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"And indeed, you are of a great 
moral character.’ 
(Surah Al-Qalam: 4). 


A good character is a lifelong 
achievement, nurtured by faith 
and sincere effort. 


5. Common Sense (geld! Jäs)l) 


Common sense is a gift from 
Allah. The Quran repeatedly 
calls on people to reflect and use 
their intellect: 

"agmäsi 9 19335425 alai" 


"Do they not reflect upon 
themselves?" 
(Surah Ar-Rum: 8). 


It cannot be bought but 
developed through wisdom and 
experience. 


6. Trust (45) 


Trust is a cornerstone of 
relationships and society. The 
Prophet (#8) said: 
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“When a man is trusted, he must 


fulfill the trust. 
(Reported by Tirmidhi). 


Trustworthiness is a moral 
quality that no wealth can 
substitute. 


7. Patience (5-2!!) 


Patience is a virtue developed 
through faith and perseverance. 
Allah says: 
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Indeed, Allah is with the patient. 
(Surah Al-Bagarah: 153). 


Patience cannot be purchased 
but is earned through enduring 
life's trials with steadfastness. 


8. Class (#3!) 


Class is about dignity, humility, 
and grace. The Prophet (%8) said: 
"Ll agräsl al IL wl Gol" 
“The most beloved of people to 
Allah are those who are most 
beneficial to others." 
(Reported by Tabarani). 


True class is seen in ones 
kindness and self-respect. 


9. Integrity (d4aljJlo SLI) 


Integrity is about being truthful 
and consistent in actions. Allah 
commands: 
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"O you who have believed, fear 
Allah and be with those who are 
truthful." 

(Surah At-Tawbah: 119). 


It is an inner quality that money 
cannot buy. 


10. Love (aa!) 


True love comes from Allah. The 
Quran states: 
And He placed between you 
affection and mercy. 
(Surah Ar-Rum: 21). 


Love based on sincerity and 
mutual respect transcends 
material wealth.

Good morals are the foundation 
of a successful and fulfilling life, 
both in this world and the 
Hereafter.
